The Coffee County Commis- 
sion meeting was held in Enter-

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Coffee County Native Witnesses 
California Earthquake 


Last week's tragic earthquake in 
California touched the hearts of 
people across the nation, even 
though the scenes of death and de- 
struction in San Francisco and Oak- 
land seemed like little more than a 
horror movie to many. 

For former Kinston resident 
Deborah Farris Vaughan, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James C. 
Farris, of Rt.1, Kinston, the quake 
was all too real! : 

Mrs. Vaughan has lived in No- 
vato, California, which is located 
approximately 40 miles north of 
San Francisco, for the past two- 
years with her husband, Chris Vau- 
ghan, who is stationed in the Unit- 
ed States Navy at nearby Hamilton 
Naval Base, and on the day of the 
earthquake, she and a_ fellow- 
worker were attending a business 
meeting at the Alameda Naval Air 
Station, in Oakland. 

"We had gone to Alameda carli- 
er in the day 9 attend a meeting,” 
said Mrs. Vaughan in a telephone 
interview last Friday, “and after the 
meeting we got back in the govern- 
ment pickup and headed back to 
Novato. When we were in an arca 
of Oakland called Chinatown the 
truck began to shake and bounce 
around the road. | thought we had a 
flat tire, but then I noticed glass in 
the road and burglar alarms going 
off in all the businesses and the girl 
rising with me said we had experi- 
enced an earthquake! It only lasted 
‘a couple of seconds and after we 
caught our breath we headed home, 
not knowing the extent of the dam- 
age." 

"I drove up the ramp at the Cy- 
press-880 intersection and it didn't 
take long to see what had hap- 
pened,” added Mrs. Vaughan. "We 
were on the bottom level of the 
highway and got about 200 yards 
from where the highway collapsed 
and then ran into traffic that was 
going nowhere. The top level of the 
highway fell on the bottom level 
for about a quarter-mile stretch of 
road and you could see cars and 
trucks knocked around. Concrete 
was broken and scattered all over 
the place and cars and trucks were 
turned over. It was a scary sight!” 

"If we hadn't messed around 
talking after the meeting we could 
easily been under the portion of 
highway that was crushed,” said the 
former Kinston High graduate, 
"and I guess the few minutes we 
talked saved our lives." 

After being re-routed off the 
highway, Mrs. Vaughan drove 


through Oakland and eventually 
back to Novato, as the 45-minute 
drive turned into a two and one-half 


hour experience. 

"There were no traffic lights 
working in Oakland because of the 
power failure,” said Mrs, Vaughan, 
"and there were wrecks all over, as 
well as. debris from stores and 
buildings that had been damaged. 
Once we got back on the freeway it 
was pretty much like any other day 
driving in California because we 
were too far from the cities to see 


what had really happened. We had. 


gas outages and electrical outages 
in Novato and there was some mi- 
nor damage to some of the build- 
ings, but we got lucky and nothing 
was badly damaged.” 

"Our three and one-half year old 
daughter, Nichole, was at the baby- 
sitters when the carthquake hit," 
added Mrs. Vaughan, “and while 
the table at which she was cating 
shook a little, she didn’t really 
know what happened.” 

"My husband Chris was near 
Korea in the midst of a three-month 
tour and he couldn't reach me in 
California because of all the calls 
coming into the state,” said Mrs. 
Vaughan, "so, he called my parents 
in Alabama to see if they had heard 
anything and then finally reached 
me around 3:00 a.m.. I don't know 
how he heard about the earthquake, 
but once he did he got on the phone 
and started calling.” 

"| wish Chris had been here with 
us when it hit,” said Vaughan, "but 
when he is in he travels 880 every 
day and if he had been in he very 
well could have been on the road 
when the carthquake hit. I guess it 
all works out for the best.” 

Mrs. James Farris, of Kinston, 
said she heard about the earthquake 
on TV, but didn't become con- 
cemed unul later that night. 


"I heard about it on TV,” said — 


Mrs. Farris, "but really didn't get 
concerned because Deborah lives 
about 40 miles from San Francisco 
and I had no way of knowing that 
she had been sent to Alameda that 
very day. They were saying on TV 
that people shouldn't call California 
and I wasn't really scared, but at 
10:00 p.m. I called anyway and 
couldn't get through. I tried and 
tried and even though I didn’t get 
her, I wasn't all that scared. It was 
after 2:00 a.m. when Deborah 
called us and when she told me 
where she was when the earthquake 
hit you can bet I was scared, but re- 
lieved.” 

When asked about her two-year 
stay in California, Mrs. Vaughan 
laughed and said "It's been nice, but 
I'm ready to get back to Alabama. 
Tornados can do a lot of damage, 
but at least you can sce’em com-

Chemical Changes 
Studied Recently 
At ZC Chemlab

Recently the Z.C. chemistry class 
studied chemical changes. In a chemi- 
cal change a new substance is formed 
with properties or characteristics which 
are different from the original material. 

During the study chemicals were 
mixed in order to see a chemical 
change take place. In one experiment, 
copper and nitric acid were combined 
to form copper nitrate. 

When mixed the copper dissolved 
into the acid and formed a blue-green 
solution, while the hydrogen was given 
off as a brown gas. 

After the experiment was complete 
the students felt the heat of the beaker 
where the change had taken place to 
feel the heat that was produced during 
the reaction.

Section 1. There is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law, and shall be col- 
lected as herein provided, a privilege or 
license tax against the person on ac- 
‘eount of the business activities and in 
the amount to be determined by the ap- 
plication of rates against gross sales, or 

ss receipts, as the case may be, as 
follows: 

(a) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation, (including the State of Ala- 
bama, the University of Alabama, Au- 
bum University and all other institu- 
tions of higher leaming in the state,
